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Chicago, October 26.—(P)—W heat 
prices tended upward today, whereas 
corn underwent a lively tumble. Ex- 
port demand for North American 
wheat broadened, with total purchas- 
ing figured at 1,000,000 ‘ushels, Bear- 
ish private crop estimates on corn 
yield were being looked for in some 
quarters. Wheat closed unsettled, 
l-de to 5-Se net higher. corn 1 3-4c 
to 2 1-4e off, oats at 3-Se decline 
to 1-4e advance, and provisions un- 
changed to a sethack of 50e. 

Much of the speculative demand 
for wheat today was on the basis that 
United States wheat prices are too 
low, compared to Winnipeg and Liv- 
erpool. In this connection special 
stress was laid on talk that this 
country’s wheat is at present the best 
available anywhere. Reports were 
also current that mills at Minneapo- 
lis were purchasing future deliveries, 
in particular, and that un- 
Settled weather threatened to ham- 
per the Canadian crop movement in 
parts of the prairie provinces. On 
the other hand, predicted frosts in 
Argentina failed to appear, and corn 
weakness had a bearish effect at times, 
although some of the selling of corn 
was in the nature of a Spread against 
buying of wheat. 

In the corn market. March and 
May deliveries were heavily sold, and 


, reached the lowest prices yet this sea- 


son. Little was heard tod: y about 
export demand for corn, but much 
about remarkably fine weather cur- 
and likely to result in 
better quality than last year. Oats 
were responsive to corn weakness, but 
cash demand for oats Was good, and 
arrivals of oats were light. 

PDownturns in the value of hogs 
pulled the provision market lower. 
Talk was heard of chances of un- 
usually large Surplus stocks being 
carried into the winter packing sea- 
son.
